Wosbington, March 9—(AP) 
Secretary of State Acheson pic- 
tured the still secret Atlantic 
pact today as carrying a strong 
warning to any aggressor that 
the United States would strike 
back in event of an attack on 
western Europe. 


No aggressor is entitled to 
make the same mistake three 
times, he told a news confer 
ence. 


That Is a phrase he borrowed from 
congressional advocates of the treaty 
project who argued that the errors 
of judgment which Germany twice 
made about American policy toward 
Europe should never be repeated by 
It or any other nation.

The treaty is now In its final 
stages and diplomatic informants 
l.ere said it possibly will be signed 
about April 4 or 5. 


The principals at the Washington 
signing ceremonies are expected to 
Include Acheson, British foreign 
minister Bevin, French foreign min- 
ister Schuman and the foreign pol- 
icy chiefs of about nine other coun- 
tries. 


Acheson said definitely today that 
the text of the treaty will be made 
public. This Is expected early next 
week. 


In negotiating the military pact 
within the framework of the United 
Nations, Achason said the United 
States and the other countries had 
not created something new but 
created something new but simply 
recognized the association of tills 
country with Western Europe — a 
relationship going back for 300 
years. This is one of the facts of 
life, he said—an association rooted 
in the common ideas, common insti- 
tutions of freedom shared by the 
western world.

Pittsburgh, March 9—(JF)—A crack 
opened today in post-war soft coal 
prices. But it's too early to tell if it 
means your furnace coal will be 
cheaper. 


Pittsburgh Consolidation Coal Co., 
often called the world's largest com- 
mercial producer, announced price 
reductions of from 15 to 40 cents a 
ton, according to grade, in coal from 
some of its northern West Virginia 
fields. 


These fields produce so-called low 
cost coal for the firm. That simply 
means the production tab is not so 
high. 


So far, only big industrial coal 
^•¿turners—like utilities—have bene- 
fited. And not all of them. 


The; price cuts are being made in 
several new yearly contracts being 
negotiated with Industries. 
The 
contracts usually are efective each 
April 1. 


The new range of prices in effect 
where prices were cut is not avail- 
able. Contract prices of soft coal 
usually are closely kept secret be- 
tween buyer and seller. 


A Pittsburgh consol spokesman 
said the reductions were made "in 
response Nto competitive conditions." 
He said other prices would come up 
for discussion as contracts are re- 
opened. 


The bituminous market has been 
softer or late. Coal men said that 
condition resulted from slackened 
exports, high production rates and 
from a lighter domestic demand. 


Pittsburgh consol, with a total 
1948 production of more than 26,- 
000,000 net tons, often is a bellwether 
in the bituminous industry. 


The price development finds the 
coal industry with a record 70,000,000 
tons of soft coal stored above ground, 
the big supply of stocks and the 
softening market are widely con- 
sidered to be factors which will 
handicap President John L. Lewis 
of the United Mine Workers when 
he begins contract negotiations for 
some 400,000 soft coal miners this 
summer.

Washington, March 9 —{IF)— Two 
defense moves to guard the United 
States against sneak aerial attack 
and to develop long-range missiles 
for counter-attack won unanimous 
approval in the House today. 


By voice vote, the lawmakers pass- 
ed and sent to the Senate: 


1. A bill authorizing the air force 
to set up a "radar fence" to warn 
of the approach of enemy planes. 


2. A measure approving construc- 
tion of a 3,000-mile tinge for testing 
guided missiles. 


Military witnesses have testified 
that robot missiles capable of travel- 
ihg 500 miles will be readv for testing 
this year. This compares with the 
wartime German V-2's record of 
about 250 miles. 


At the outset, the bills would lim- 
it expenditures to $85,500,000 for the 
radar warning system and $70,000,- 
000 for the missiles range. Ultimately, 
the radar net Is expected to cost 
$161,000,000 and the rocket-test range 
about $200,000,000. 


The bill directly gives the air force 
the - Job of guarding the nation 
against air attack. The air force 
would also have jurisdiction over the 
guided missile range, but all services 
would use It. 


The Hague, March 9 —(JP)— The 
Dutch government, concerned about 
both the finances and the future of 
Indonesia, was reported today to 
have decided to bow to a Security 
Council order for return of Indones- 
ian Republican leaders to Jogjakarta. 


Jogjakarta, in central Java, was 
the capital of the republic which 
Dutch troops took over last Decem- 
ber in the campaign they called "a 
police action." A usually reliable 
source said the Dutch cabinet reach- 
ed the decision yesterday. 


He said the action was intended to 
answer a Republican objection to 
taking part in roundtable talks here 
on the projected federal government 
for the islands, until recently called 
the Netherlands East Indies.

But 
they had fought bitterly to prohibit 
interstate sale of the spread when it 
is colored yellow. 


Their margin, however, was nar- 
row. By a vote of 14 to 13, the com- 
mittee turned down a proposal that 
sale of yellow margarine.

New York, March 9—(JF)—The 
Consolidated Edison System and a 
CIO union today signed a contract 
under which all present and future 
employes will be required to say 
whether they are members of "any 
communist or subversive organiza- 
tion." 


Terming the step unprecedented 
in labor history, the parties said 
it was designed to protect essential 
public services In "times of nation 
al emergency." 


A company spokesman said the 
union, the Utility Workers of Amer- 
ica, has had a constitutional pro- 
vision denying membership to mem- 
bers of communist or subversive 
organizations since its format!t>n in 
194«. 


It was estimated the grant of a 
seven-cent hourly across-the-board 
wage Increase plus changes of wage 
categories would cost the company 
approximately $6,500,000 more an- 
nually. Before the agreement wages 
ranged from 133 to $74 weekly.

A resolution, now pending In the 
House, to let the people vote in 1950 
on whether to call a constitutional 
convention to "overhaul" the 1870 
charter. 


A party responsibility bill which 
would let straight ticket or party 


circle votes count for calling a con- 
vention, if the party favored it. For 
the second straight day, this bill was 
blocked again in the House commit- 
tee today. 
The Democratic governor said: 
"You helped to put me in this 
huge job; now I want you to help 
DO the job. 


"So I ask you please to take an 
interest and to help at least start 
the long process of modernizing our 
constitution—so that we can have 
more equitable taxatlop, a better 
judicial system, fewer governmental 
bodies, more local control of loeal 
matters, fairer representation in the 
General Assembly, and more flexi- 
bility." 


He said the reason the legislature 
has "doubts" about letting the people 
vote on the question Is that some 
groups like the AFL State Federation 
of Labor and the Illinois Manufac- 
turers Association oppose a conven- 
tion.

BUDGETING OUR ARMED STRENGTH 


American troops in Japan will fight if the country is 
invaded. That definite Army statement clears up the con- 
fusion that followed some earlier official pronouncements. 
But the Army is not going to mass large forces in this vul- 
nerable area next door to Soviet and Soviet-dominated ter 
ritories. 


This would seem to be a sound decision. Japan is not 
self-sufficient. The job of supplying and maintaining a big 
force there would be enormous. The troops there now 
would, probably have a good chance of defeating any in- 
vasion attempt of moderate size. But if Russia should con- 
ceivably launch an all-out drive for Japan—which could 
be a prize of doubtful value—the islands might have to 
be classed as expendable in any event. 


With a limited peacetime Army—10 divisions as com- 
pared with Russia's admitted 170—our military strategists 
are understandably concentrating more on Alaska and 
Hawaii in thinking of our western defenses.

Chief Need For 
Dental Health

Care of deciduous teeth in young 
children has a direct relationship 
to the kind of permanent teeth they 
wil^ have later on, Dr. Kenneth E. 
Pollmar said while addressing the 
Optimist club Wednesday. He ex- 
plained that the alignment of per- 
manent teeth depends considerably 
upcp the condition of the "baby" 
teeth which precedes them. 


Dr. Follmar, who served as dentist 
at the Illinois Schools for the Deaf 
and Blind, in addition to his private 
practice, declared that education is 
the greatest need toward improving 
dental health of American children 
and adults. He said parents should 
guard their children's teeth by see- 
ing that they get proper diet and 
periodic dental checkups. 


Candy and other food containing 
high sugar conteht should be eaten 
by children at meals to lessen effects 
of decay, the speaker stated. He ad- 
vised that children clean their teeth 
after eating sweet-stuffs as a means 
of preventing decay. 


During the war years the growing 
children of some European countries 


did not experience dental decay be- 
cause they ate no sugar, Dr. Follmar 
said. He added that dental decay in 
American children declined during 
the years sugar was rationed. 


Preventative dentistry, he pointed 
out, can only be effective on a large 
scale when parents realize the im- 
portance of care of the teeth, and 
guard against decay. He advocated 
more lectures and education cn the 
subject, particularly the showing of 
films and playing of records which 
call 
attention 
to 
protecting 
the 
teeth.

Heavy Truck Ban 
Still In Effect 
Around Glasgow 


Glasgow—The barring of all trucks 
having a gross weight exceeding 
10,000 lbs., from most of the gravel 
and black top roads in Scott county, 
which became effective Feb. 22nd.. 
will be continued until April 23rd, 
according to announcements posted 
by the Scott county highway depart- 
ment. 


This ruling was passed as a pro- 
tective measure for these roads dur- 
ing the spring thawing period that 
cause these highways to be in a 
spongy state, and very susceptible 
to costly damage by heavily-loaded 
vehicles.

The Morgan County Health de- 
partment has released figures show- 
ing that 473 pupils in School District 
27. in the northwest section of the 
county, received a least one sodium 
• fluoride denial treatment while the 
staff of federal dentists and techni- 
cias was located at Meredosia. Four 
oher pupils received similar treat- 
ment from their own dentists. 


Of the 473 pupils who began the 
treatments.
